(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELECRAMl 


Marshfield, Mo., Qct. 9,—Such .un- 


expected progress marked the selec- 
tion of the 30 men of the pailel from 
which the jury to,hear the'evidence 
1^ "the trial of Claude J. Piersol, 
charged with kidnaping baby Lloyd 
Keet, is to be chosen, that it was ex- 
pected presentation of testimony by 
th'e state would begin this afternoon. 
J. Holland keet, tae infa'nt's father, 
will be th;e iprogecution's first .wit- 
ness, It wa!s indicated. The pody of 
the baby1 was found In a well on a" 
deserted homestead near Springfield 
a few days after it was kidnaped 
from its parents' home there the 
night of May 30,.last. 


Mrs. 
Keet aiid two nurses who 


were asleep in the room from which 
little Lloyd was abducted will follow 
Mr. feeet on the witness stand. 


Paul N. O'Day, prosecutor, in his 


opening statement today, declared 
that Piersol had admitted to Samuel 
Allehder, chief of detectives at St. 
Lcuis, and to Mr. O'Day, that the 
elaborate story he had told when 
first arrested of being an agent of 
the German government was pure in- 
vention. 


Mr. O'Day after reviewing the his- 


tory of the disappearance and subse- 
quent finding of the infant's body 
in a cistern near Springfield, assert- 
ed that Peifsol for two or three 
years 
had 
been 
"giving serious 


thought to all the '^particulars which 
must be considered In bringing to a 
successful consumption a crime of 
kidnaping." 
The prosecutor stated that wit- 


nesses would show that a short time 
before -the ; Kidnaping of tKe Keet 
ibaby,; •Pjefr'spl'and his attend band 
had frenqueritly been( seen' in the 
neighborhood of the Keet residence; 
that all of them were .armed and 
carried masks, and frequently sta- 
tioned an automobile at a convenient 
point iiearby. 
" 
Mr. O'Day declared the' testimony 


would indicate that Taylor B. Adams 
who also, is clifcrged with the Keet 
kidnaping, had approached persons in 
Greene and Christian counties offer- 
ing them sums of money to engage 
in kidnaping projects. These persons 
would be .used as witnesses, the 
state's attorney declared. 


The testimony would indicate, Mr. 


O'Day continued, that about the 9th 
or 10th of March, Piersol and his 
companions were stationed in auto- 
mobiles across the street from the 
Keet home and that on being asked 
what their imrpoie was, that Piersol 
replied: "By -±—-r-, we are going 
to get the, Keet\baby.".

Wolfe, "well knowing that this was 
the ; Ke'et. home inasmuch as Cletus 
had; delivered a paekag^ to ;|hfsam.i? 
pla;ce'the' day Defbre." "'"" 


The statement related that two 
cars were driven to the country club 
where the parents A of the Keet' batij? 
were attending a ball and that the' 
driver of one of tae cars inquired of 
the ground-keeper as to the ^presence 
of Keet. Oh being ordere'd off the 
premises the t?wo cars drove-to with- 
itr a' block ; of the Keet residence, 
which was nearby, and stopped. The 
ground-keeper would testify, O'Day 
declared, that the man who drove one 
of the cars was Piersol. 


The opening statement then dealt 


with a letter which was seized by 
the 
authorities when 
Taylor 
B. 


Adams was arrested in Kansas City. 
"This 
remarkable letter," the 


prosecutor continued, "was written 
by Piersol to Adams on the first day 
of June, two days after Lloyd Keet 
was kidnaped. 
The letter begins 


with this statement: 
'I made my 


deal that I was talking to you about 
before you left.1" 
The contention of the state is that 


the initial sentence in this letter re- 
ferred to the abduction of baby Lloyd 
Keet.

At Chicago 
for instance, they tell of car loads 
of melons shipped from Oklahoma 
for which the 
producer got 
but 


$52.50 per car. 
When they got to 
the consumer, the aggregate 
paid 


out for the individual melons was 
$630. per car. Where on earth did 
the balance go? It seems preposter- 
ous that such an enormous amount 
has to be spent merely for distribu- 
tion. 


On the average run of food sold 


in New York, the Xew York Food 
Investigating 
Commission said the 


producer gets 40 per 
cent of the 


price paid by the consumer. That is 
little enough. 
Probably the aver- 


age proportion received by farmers 
all over the country is less 
than 


that. 
The commission claims that 


New York City wastes $70,000.000 
annually in antiquated and unscien- 
tific systems of marketins and dis- 
tribution 
What then must be the 
entire waste of the United States? 


Our plants for 
handling provi- 


sions at shipping and 
distributing 
points were -built in a day of small 
things, when present conditions were 
not forseen. 
Now 
that 
they are 


shipping over all the country, the 
inconveniences cost money and add 
expense. 


It seems mighty queer to the poli- 


ticians that the government is secur- 
ing the services of prominent busi- 
ness men for its great war tasks, 
when there are so many unsuccess- 
ful men who need

vou Id work cheap. 


It may not be possible1 to prevent 


certain motorists from speeding, but 
at least when they go cut the fire 
alarm might be rung so that people 
who desire to save their necks can 
get indoors.

sideration of the subject of obstet- 
rics.In effect, x.'iese physicians will be 
going to 
school 
again—although 


many of them 
left 
their college 


benches thirty years ago. Their 
teacher at this session will be a col- 
lege instructor—Dr. William D. Por- 
ter, clinical professor Ql obstetrics in 
the Medical Department of the Uni- 
yersity of Cincinnati. 
1 Of course, the 
Newark 
meeting 


•will more resemble a conference to 
consider the subject than, a 
class 
room session, but the principle is 
the same. Dr. Porter's connection 


with a great medical teaching insti- 
tution, and the fact that he has de- 
voted his life to practices cue phase 
of medicine, places him in possession 
of specialized information in 
that 


particular branch that is more broad 
than is possible for the general prac- 
titioner to attain. 
The latter's ex- 


perience and 
study is divided a 


far wider- field. Hence, under the 
auspices of the State Medical Asso- 
ciation, group meetings are being 
held throughout the state to place 
this specialized information at the 
disnosal of the general practitioners. 


Members of no other profession, 


probably, devote so much attention 
to constant study after they leave 
their colleges.

tor is to keep abreast of the times. 
His local medical societies are. in re- 
ality, 
permanent 
post-graduate 


schools, where the practitioners of 
his community meet regularly to ex- 
change information, and discuss the- 
rapeutic measures. 
His 
district, 


state and natonal societies offer him 
annually an opportunity to "brush 
UD'' on the finer points, as present- 
ed by leaders in the profession. His 
scientific journals report to him the 
details of advances made by the re- 
search workers.

AMERICAN OFFICERS TAKE PART IN 


ATTACK ON CROWN PRINCE'S FORCES 


i 
Form an Actual Part of the French Fighting Units That Tooto 


German Positions After They Had Been Pulverized by Ar- 


tillery Fire—Although Men Dropped on Every 


Side Not an American Was Hit. 


Paris—United State* nrmy ollicers 


assisted In the recent French drive 
against the crown piinoe to the north 
of Verdun when position5! along :i 15- 
Wlle front on both «Ides of the Meuse 
were wrested from tlie Germans. 


This was the first action In which 


Americans, us part of the Tinted 
States array, figured, and the brilliant. 
smashing, rapid success of General 
Petain's forces In tin1' section is re- 
garded as a happy augury of future 
activities of the American army. 


The 
officers 
who were engaged 


Were more than ob^oners—the United 
States nrmy has had representatives 
With the various forces in tlie field 
ever since the war started. 
The 


American officers formed an actual 
part of the French fighting units that 
bounded 
over 
the 
shell-shattered 


parapets ten minutes after 
dawn 


broke, and strode slowly forward to- 
ward the pulverized German posi- 
tions, In the wake of the celebrated 
"creeping barrage" of artillery fire. 


Steel helmets on their he.ids. re- 


volvers In hand, their field glasses 
slung around their necks, gas masks 
bandy, and their uniforms stripped of 
all marks denoting rank, the Ameri- 
can officers accompanied the French 
platoon and battalion leaders, learn- 
ing at first sight and directly uncle'' 
fire how crack "shock troops" are led 
Into action in a modern offensive. 
' 


Although French soldiers fell dead 


and dying nil around them, and .1 
number of French officers were hit 
also, not one American was even 
wounded. 
They achanced from the 


original French positions south of the | 
Mort Homme, on the left bank of the j 
Meuse and south of Hill 344. on the 
right bank, clear up to the most ad- ' 
vanced trenches captured by the won-! 
derful French infantry. 


Order Comes to Charge. 


At half past four o'clock in the 


morning, after waiting all night in 
the front line positions, they heard 
the word passed along the trenches 
by the under officers for the men to 
get - ready. 
They saw the war-cal- 


loused French soldiers shake them- 
eelves from slumber in the deep dug- 
outs—sometimes 40 feet underground 
—where they had been sleeping, un- j 
mindful of the hideous uproar occa- 
sioned both by their own and the en- 
emy artillery. They saw the "poilus" 
adjust their long, slender bayonets to 
their rifles and gingerly feel the hand 
grenades in the belts around their 
waists. And then they saw them line 
«p along the firing step of the trench. 


At a quarter to five the shrill v.his- 


tles of the snbofhcers announced that 
the infantry attack wa* on—that the 
soldiers—mere flesh and blood—had 
started to finish and clinch the work 
performed by the thousands of giant 
guns in the rear. 


Almost the first thing the Americans 


jfcarned was that nowadays troops do j 
not "charge"' from trenches at "double j ' 
quick time." 
In the fir^t place, the j 


condition of tlie ground over which | 
the troops must advance is such that ' 
they cannot move rapidly. Pitted with ! 
shell craters, one to thirty feet deep, ' 
gouged with pits caused when mon- 
strous mines were exploded, and knee 
deep in the most clinging :nud in the 
world, the ground offers every obMa- 
c1<> tn rapid moving.

Groping forward hp«ulo> the French 


officer5:, the Americans «t:'irgered for- 
ward until one of their guides sniffed 
suspiciously, and hauled his gas mask 
out of its tin box. strapped around 
his waist. 
The Americans followed, 


and none too soon, as already fhe Ger- 
lun 
batteries 
were 
lobbing over 


gas shells to try to break up the at- 
tack. 


Two hundred yards forward and 


the Americans -Kith the first attack- 
ing wave reached the former first 
line of German trenches. 
Little was 


left to differentiate the strip of con- 
vulsed earth from the rest of the ter- 
rain except that the litter of wood 
and accoutrements was deeper and a 
long, uncertain straggled line of dis- 
torted 
corpses marked where the 


Germans on duty in the trenches had 
'• 


boon 'destroyed by the bombardment, i 
E'^en as the Americans reached the 
trench n handful of German sur- 
\hor< crawled trorn the mouth of a 
caved-in dugout, their arms extended, 
screaming "Mercy. Kamerad." 
The 


men were taken prisoner and directed 
toward the rear, as the attacking 
wave continued its advance, n cer- 
tain number of the troops being told 
off to handle the underground shel- 
ters and take prisoner 
such Ger- 


mans as might come up. 


Between the first and second line 


of German trenches it was even hard- 
er coins: than crossing No Man's Land. 
Here the work of the French ar- 
tillery had been concentrated, and 
boyaus and communication trenches 
bad been plowed to pieces by the gi- 
ant high explosive French shells. 


In the second Hne German trench, 


the nnmt>er of corpses was greater, 
but there were a few Germans only 
wounded, who cried out for help. 
None of the survivors in the dugouts 
came up while the attacking wave 
baited a moment, and additional 
French poilus were told off to mount 
guard over the entrances to the abris. 


Americans Under Fire. 


It -wa<! a longer stretch between 


the second and third line German 
trenchps and it was in this part of 
the attack that the Americans came 
under direct machine gun fire for the 
first time. 
Plodding along, and keep- 


ing the advancing line as nearly even 
a« po-=ible, they suddenh heard the 
rattle of a machine gun to the right. 
and everyone dropped in his tracks. 


From the bottom of a shell hole 


into which one American had tum- 
bled with a French captain he helped 
the officer set up and discharge a 
rocket in the air. summoning an air- 
plane to help spot the hidden machine 
pun which had escaped destruction by 
the preliminary bombardment. Mean- 
wh'le the French troops had been 
I'usy. 
From neighboring shell holes 


machine guns, which they had 
vl with them jstifl set up.

to rattle &» they sprayed the terrain 
itlioud. searching for the (Jermuu gun 
crew. 


Soon it French airplane, then an- 


other, circled down from above, low- 
er and lower, as the observers scru- 
tinized the ground. One of the ma- 
chines had descended to less than ."(K) 
feet, when the Herman machine gvn 
Kittled again, and. peering over the 
top of their shell hole, the French and 
American officers saw the barrel of 
the German gun aimed Into the air. 
as the crew ground out leaden bullets 
against the prying aviator. 
But the 


German's very fear of detection gaie 
them away, for a French pun crew 
to the left had spotted the barrel, too. 
and in a moment was turning its fire 
upon the enemy. The airplane had 
climbed to safety and In a minute was 
dropping colored flares in the half 
light of the morning, directing its par- 
ticular battery where to shoot. 


Machine Gun Wrecked. 


Almost immediately a big French 


shell whistled by. plumped against 
the ground just ahead and exploded, 
burling a waterspout of mud and 
debris high into the air. Another sig- 
nal and the next shell fell a little to 
the left. 
Another signal, and four 


sheds—a saho from the battery— 
dropped together around the spot 
where th<> German machine gun w-as 
cmplaced. 
With a cry. the 
Keen 


French 
observers 
sprang 
forward 


from their dugouts, dragging machine 
guns and accoutrements with them, 
and crept forward. As they approach- 
ed the "strong point" where the Ger- 
man gun crew had been they began 
tossing hand grenades in among the 
ruins. The exploding bombs completed 
the wreckage. Then a bit of dirty 
white—probably 
a 
handkerchief— 


appeared falteringly above the spot, 
and tne extended, arms and the face 
and body of a German, his gray-green 
uniform 
spattered 
with mud. 
ap- 


peared. 
The French went forward, 


the American officers with them, to 
the spot where the machine gun had 
been. 


All that was left of the concrete 


and steel "pill box" was some mud- 
dled debris, which might have been 
anything. 
A little twisted 
metal. 


looking for all the world like several 
smashed up umbrellas, was all that 
was left of the machine gun. Three 
of the crew of ten men were alive, 
nnd two of them were wounded. The 
other seven might have been heaps of 
rags instead of men. 


Americans Go Forward. 


The American officers continued for- 


ward with the French captain and 
the storming party, which had to has- 
ten as best it could to catch up with 
the creeping barrage. 
They passed 


the third German line of trenches and 
then two extra lines of 
support 


trenches, and then they traversed the 
zone, criss-crossed with communica- 
tion and supply trenches, where the 
German artillery had been emplaced, 
each gan in its little hidden spot, 
with room only for the muzzle to pro- 
trude. 
Scattered about, too. were 


the passages leading to the various un- 
derground dugouts, some of them 
large enough, to accommodate 300 sol- 
diers. 
They found the wreckage of 


German Red Cross stations advanced 
dressing points where the wounded 
were first bandaged. Then they came 
to the region of shell dumps, reser- 
voirs where ammunition was kept, to 
be sent forward in little trucks on 
tiny railroads, down the 
winding 


trenches. Past all this and close tip 
against the first trench line of the sec- 
ond German defensive position, they 
proceeded before they stopped. They 
had gained all their objectives of the 
day, and would be in danger of be- 
ing shelled by their own artillery if 
they proceeded farther. 


See More Fighting. 


While the French troops remained 


to consolidate the positions they had 
won, 
while they dag communicating 


passages between the line of shell 
holes they had decided to occupy and 
to open up communication trenches 
with the rear for bringing op sup- 
plies and guns, the American officers 
started back before the enemy's bar- 
rage began. 


On the way back they saw more 


fighting; they saw French 
soldiers 


bombing treacherous 
Germans who 


had come out of their dugouts to fire 
on them from behind, and they saw 
long lines of German prisoners being 
marched down trenches in the direc- 
tion of the "cages" further back. 
They saw the "brnncardiers," as they 
call the stretcher bearers, circulating 
about the terrain, picking up friend 
and foe alike to be carried back and 
receive attention at the dressing sta- 
tions. They saw French soldiers en- 
ter German dugouts and come out 
earrjing 
German stretchers which 


they bad found there. 
They saw 


them distribute the stretchers to the 
German prisoners and let them carry 
back German wounded.

Atlanta, Ga.; and camp Pike,

one national army division.
